Fish Study 
Traces Vitamins 


At Ocean Source 


‘ASTORIA, Ore.—A five-year 
study of 50 species of 
North Pacific fish shows that 
fish before mating: have a larger 
vitamin content in the liver. 


The study, conducted by Russell 
O. SInnhuber and BP. K. Law, bio- 
chemists of the Seafoods Labora- 
tory of Oregon State College, also 
found that. livers of male fishes 
hid more vitamin value than the 
female, 


Furthermore, it showed that the 
mature fish had more vitamin than 
the younrer ones but after ao fish 
mated, there was a reduction in the 
vitamin content, 


The survey is considered of con- 
sidernble value in-regularising the 
supply source of the natural vita- 
mins demandéd by the medical 
profession, %
